HE KING-EMPEROR.--With splendid pomp 
and pageantry unequalled in the history of the 
Fast, King Edward VII. has been proclaimed 
Emperor of India at the great Delhi Durbar. The 
ceremony took place in a superb amphitheatre, 
erected on the spot where the late en Victoria was 
proclaimed first Empress of India. The Duke and Duchess 
of Connaught, representing His Majesty, and the Viceroy, 
Lord Curzon, had a most enthusiastic reception from the 
vast multitude which witnessed the ceremony. When the 
Viceroy took his seit on a throne decorated with golden 
lions the National Anthem was played by massed bands, 
and a salute of thirty-one guns was fired. ‘The Proclama- 
tion having been read by the Herald, Lord Curzon delivered 
an address in which he referred to the fact that nearly one 
fifth of the entire human race was there represented ownin 
allegiance to one Sovereign Lord. His Excellency then 
n message from King Edward, which, after expressing ahope 
that the Prince and Princess of Wales muy before lon 
visit India, »enewed an assurance of the Emperor's regu 
for the liberties, dignities, arid rights of his Indian subjects.

Road, Camberwell, his wife, Beatrice Darby, and their 
three months old child, Ethel Beatrice Darby, the last- 
named having been strangled by a man's white cotton 
| handkerchief, which was tied tightly round the neck. 
Further inquiries elicited the fact that some few weeks aco 
Mr. Darby advertised his Camberwell groce:y business for 
sale, and that Edwards came forward as the purchaser and 
entered Mp ptem subsequently removing some of the 
furniture and effects to Leyton. About the same time the 
Darby family diseppeared from view, and the neighbours 
concluded that, having disposed of the business, they had 
left the district for good.
